THE TEA TRADE OF OBINA AND 
INDIA. 


Accompanying tho reports of the Com- 
missioners of Castoma in the book ‘ Tea- 
1888,' to which we referred the other day, 
are sovetal tables showing the growth of 
the India tea trade and the declino of the 
Chinese trade. Fifty yoars ago thre was 
practically no tea grown in India. In 1838 
about 600 Ibs. were sent to Eugland as an 
experiment, but it was not till 1861 that 


any appreciable quantity waa exported.

‘The average wester- 
hor requires a great number of these 
to mevt his ueeds, Ho demands breast 
pockets in his coste for his ‘metmo- 
raudum books, pockets behind for his 
handkerchie's, pockets in his veat for pen- 
cil, touth-pick, ete, a8 well us for his watch, 
and in other accussible positions fur. the 
accommodation of his pusket-kuife, his 
vhanch of keys, and his wallet, “Tf the fore 
a fol 
ding footamla, a corkactew, a boot-buttuner,s 
8 pair of tweezers, a minute compass, puch 
ct mirror and a fountain pen, it will not 
mark him out as a singular exception to his 
racu, Having becomo accustumed to the 
constant use of thuse articles, ho cangt 
disponae with them. The Cuinese, on the 
other hand, hns few or tune of such things 5 
if he were presonted with them, he would 
not know where to put them. Tt he has 
a handkerchief, it is thrust intu his bosom, 
and sv also is a chill which he may 
have to ‘carry around, If be has a pa- 
per of some‘iniportance he carefully unties 
the: ateap which cuntines hia’ trouser 
to bis ankle, inserts the papers: and 
goes ‘on bia way. If he weara outside 
drawers, ho: simply tacks in the paper 
without untying anything. In either case, 
if the band loogena without his know- 
Jedge, the papor is lost—-a conatant occur- 
renee, Other depusitaries of such articles 
are the folds of the long sleeves when turned 
back, the crown of a farned-up hat, or the 
space between thecapand the head, Mauy 
Chinese make a practice of ensuring acon- 
venient, although somewhat exiguous sup- 
ply of ready money, by slways sticking a 
cash in one ear, Tho main dependance for 
‘security’ of articles carriod is the girdle, to 
which a small -purae, the tubacco,pouch and 
pipe, and similar objects are attached. If 
tho gitdle works louse, thourticles ure liable 
to bo lost. Keys, monatache combs, and a 
faw ancient cash, are attached to: somo 
prominent button of the jackot, and ‘each 
rémaval of thia garment’ involves care- 
tuking to pravent tho loas of the ap- 
pendages. 

Tf tho daily dresa of the ordinary Chinese 
seems to us objectionable, his nocturnal 
coatume ip at least free from criticism on 
the saure of comploxi'y, for he simply strips 
tu the skin, wraps himself in his quilt, and 
sleeps tho sloep of the just. Night-dross 
he orohe has none. It ia indeed recorded 
that Oonfucius ‘required his sleoping-dress 
to bo half as long again as his body.” Itie 
uupposed, howover, that the refsreuce in 
this passage .is toa robe which the Master 
wore when he was fasting, and not to an 
ordivary night-dress;. but it is at all evanta 
certain thal modern Chinese do not imitate 
him inhis night-rube, and do not fast if 
they can avoid it, Kyen new-born babes, 
whoge skins aro uxceedingly sensitive to the 
least changes of temperaluto, are carelessly 
laid ander the bed-clothes, which are thrown 
back whenever the mother wishes to exhibit 
the infant to speclatura. The sudden chill 
which: thia absurd practice occasions: is 
thought by competent judges to be quite 
wufiiciont:'to account for the very large 
number of. Chinese who before completing 
tha firet month of, their exiatence, die in 
canvulsions. When children have grown 
larger, instead of being provided with di- 
apers, they are in some ‘rezions clad in a 
pair of bifurcated bags, partly filled with 
sand, the niere idea of which is sufficient to 
fill the breast of tender-hearted western 
mothera with horror, Weighted with these 
atrange oqqnipments, the paor thing is at 
first rooted. to «mo spot, like the frog which 
wap ‘‘tuaded” with buck shot. In the 
particular districts whera this custom pre- 
vails, it is eormmam to speak of a person 
who oxhibits snull practical knowledge, as 
ono who has not yet been ta-en out of his 
* earth-trousera |” 


Chinese indifference to what wo mean 
by comfort, is exhibited as much in their 
houses as in their dress. In order to 
establish thia proposition, it, is neceas 
ary to take account not of the dwol- 
linga of the poor, who are forced to 
exist ag they can, but ruther-of the hubita- 
tiuns of those whose circumstances enable 
them to de asthey please, The Chineso do 
not care for the shade of trees about their 
houses, but much prefer poles covered with 
mats, Those whoaro unable to aiford such a 
luxury, however,and who wight easily havo 
a grateful shade-tree in their court-yard, 
do not plant anything of this sort, but con- 
tent thamselves with pomogrinutes or sanye 
other merely oriumental shrabs. When 
owing ‘to the: fierce ‘heat, the yard is ins 
tolerable, .they yo aud sit in the street, 
and wheo that is inwnfferable, - they 
}potire to their houses again. “Few houses

‘ support for the. neck, .cithar a-amall stool 
of bamboo, a block pf wool, or more com= 
monly a brick. No Occirental could yso 
a Chiueso pillow in-a Chinese way without 
: torture, anh it ia not tess cortain that oo 
Chinese would tolerats under his head for 
ten minutes the bags which we.uao for 
that purposo, We have apoken of the’ 
singular fact that the Chinese do not: weave 
wool. Jt ia still more unaccountable that 
they take no apparont interest in the foathera 
which thoy pluck insuch vast quantities from 
ithe fowls which they consunte. It would bo 
-exceedingly easy to make up waddod bed- 
‘ding, by employing feathers as lining, and 
the cost of the feathers, would be little or 
nothing, sinco they are allowed -to blow 
away aa beyond the use even of tha strict 
veanomy of the Chinese. Yet aside from 
‘ale te foreigners, we do. avtikuow of any 
use ts which such feathers aro at prusont 
It, excupt that the larger enos are lousaly 
dod to sticks to serve as dusters. To an 
‘igcidental, the ideal bed is at once olastio 
and firm, The best exumple of auch is por- 
haps that made from what ia kuown as 
‘woven wire,’ which ia recent yuars has 
come inte such general vas. But when one 
of the finest hospitals in China wae furnish- 
ol with these luxurivus appliaucus,. the 
kind-hearted phygicinn who had planned 
fur them, was disguated to find ‘that as 4 
aoon as ia back was turned, those patients 
who wera strong wnongh to du au, crawled 
frum theiy elastic b-da, down upun the | 
floor, where théy.falt ut home! 1 
Chinese houses are nearly always ill] 
lighted at night. -The native vegetable | 
oils are exceedingly disagrevable to the 
amell, and only afford suffcient iHumina- 
tion to make darkness visible, The great 
advantages of korusene are indeed reoog- 
nised, but in apite of thom, it is still true 
that throughout enormous aroas, the oil 
made from beans, cottun seed and peanuts 
continucs te be used, long after kerosene 
has boen known, simply from the force of 
conservative inertia, backed by profound 
indifferencu to the groater comfurt of being 
able to ave cleatly, as compared with being 
able (o see scarcely ut all Ohiness furni- 
ture strikes a westerner as being clumsy 
and uncomfortaile, Instead of the broad 
benches on which our ancestors used to 
recline, the Chiness are yenerally content | 
witn very narrow ones, and it will not be 
surprising if some of the legs are loa, or 
are so placed as to tip off the unwary 
person who seata himeelf when there is no | 
une gt the othar end. { 


'1Mho greatest objections which westerners , 
have to Chiuesy dwellings are undoubtedly 
the dampness und tho cold. Of the radical 
ercoe in the conatraction of bi inga, 
which economises in the foundation, we 
have elsewhere spoken. Tho inevitable 
and pormanent reaultis darapness. Flours 
of carth, or of impurfoctly burned brick are 
to moat foreigners not ouly sources of great 
tliscumfort, but extremoly: prejudicail to 
health, Not less annoying are thu louse 
doors, restiug on pivuts. The double 
leaves vf theae dvors admit the cold air at 
cach side, at tho top aad at the bottum, 
Bren if the cracks arc pa-ted up with stout 
paper, a door ia but an imperfect protection 
ayainat the bitter winter woather, becavaa 
no one will shut it. It is almost im- 
poasible to teach Chineso to keep an 
outside duor shut in winter. The notice 
which a businoss’ man posted on the out- 
side of his offica dour, ‘Everybody shuts 
the doors bat You,’ would ba a-groas falsu- 
hood in China, where nobody slats a door, 
A Chinese dwelling in winter always ap- 
pene to a westerner a thesaurus of diacom- 
fort, on accotnt of the absence of artificial 
heat, Tho vast majority of the people, even 
where the winters are severo, have no other 


heat than that modicum obtained from the |" 


fuel burned in cooking, and whioh is con- 

veyed tothe k‘ang. Phia is the point of 

mininun disaomfort in the establishment, ; 
but to Ocoidentals who wish to feel positive | 
heat from some source diffising itself in 
grateful currents all over the body, a Chi- 
nese k'ang.on acold night isa, very inade- 
quate substitate for the’‘chimuey-corner,’ ;
